Restriction of the futures holdings 
of any one trader to a maximum 
volume, probably between two and 
five million bushels, to be deter- 
mined later. 

Permanent elimination of trading 
in indemnaities. 

Uniform and perhaps higher mar- 
gin requirements for all exchanges, 
the minimum requirements to be de 
termined later.

The payroltin the office 
of Governor William A. Comstock 
for the two weeks just ended 
amounts to $861 as_ contrasted 
{with $720 paid out for Governor 
Wilber M. Brucker’s stag during 
the same period a year ago. The 
utilities commission payrolls have 
increased at the rate of $24,000 
annually, the excuse for this hbe- 
ing that the work of the depart- 
ment has been increased. 

At least it can be said that the 
regents of the University of Mich- 
ign have dope a fairer job of 
adjusting salaries than the de- 
partment heads at Lansing have 
done for themselves. The budget 
of that institution was subjected 
to the most drastic cut of any 
state institution.

Perhaps the 
greed with which the members of 
this commission are seeking every 
possible article or piece of in- 
tangible personal property which 
they can claim is being sold at 
retail may_be induced by a desire 
to have plenty of money to spend | 
on their respective departments 
and to be certain that there are 
no payless pay days.
